Villa Remains at Torreon. 


This was several days ago, and in the mean- 
time reports continued to arrive of Natera’s 
defeat. Villa remained at Torreon. 

It has been known for months that Villa 
was not in accord with Carranza and that 
his outward aspect of obedience. to Carranza 
has been for its effect on the world in show- 
ing a united rebel front. : 

Villa forced Carranza to recede from the 

position of antagonism which he openly as- 
sumed towards the United States following 
the landing of American troops at Vera Cruz, 
and he has openly declared his differences 
with hies chief.“ but has at the same time 
protested his loyalty to the chief.“ 
In return Carranza shouldered the diplo- 
matic hegotiations with the United States 
and Great Britain for Villa’s murder of Wil- 
liam Benton at Juarez and gave publicex- 
pression of approval of Villas act in con- 
fiscating the property of all Spaniards in 
rebel territory and forcing the Spaniards to 
leave Mexico. 

All of the officials ee by Villa ah 
were appointees of Carranza, whose civil 
cabinet had taken over the management of 
the raliroads and telegraph, and, incidental- 
Ay, the information bureau, in accordance 
with the prescribed custom in Mexico. 


It was stated today that Angeles, the Con- 


stitutionalist secretary of war, had left Tor- 
reon today with 6,000 of Villa’s troops to aid 
in the attack on Zacatecas.

Niagara Falls, Ont., June 16,—Dispatches-

NEVER HEARD THE YELL. 


As a Young Agnostic He Was 
Dismissed on the Charge of 
Cutting Chapel Ex- 
ercises. 


A stoop-shouldered, wrinkled little man 
with a resolute chin and an expansive bald 
spot will receive the degree of bachelor of 
science at the Illinois university commence- 
ment exercises today. 

With the bestowal of the degree the discip- 
lining of Foster North, 88, remembered by 
a few graybeards of the faculty as that 
boy who wouldn't go to chapel,” will have 
bécome a closed incident in the eh ty a of 
the university. 

North, because he could not reconcile his 
agnostic views with attendance at chapel, 
has been under suspension for twenty-nine 
years. 

In-his active undergraduate days North, 
85, hoped to become a government ento- 
mologist. That ambition he has long since 
abandoned and the belated diploma will 


| make no material difference in his lot. For 
teen years he has earned his livelihood as 


a professional masseur, and masseur he will 
remain, for there is scant market for the 
services of 53 year old “ fledgling "* bachelors 
of science, 


His Father an Agnostic. 

North entered the university in.187¥. He 
was then 18. His father, the late Levi North, 
& Kewanee lawyer, and one time member 
of the state legislature, was an agnostic. 
Levi North raiged his four sons in bis own, 
home made “religion of reason,” Daily 


mere were “lectiires in ‘the Household, bn 


never sermons or prayers. 


Cut off from his free-thinking atmosphere 


after his matriculation Foster North attend- 
ed chapel at the university as a matter 
of course. Every one else went. 

Even in those days, when the campus was 
peopled by farmer boys too éager for know!- 
edge to be diverted by social distractions, 
North acquired a reputation as a bone.“ 
He lived in a bare room, which he rented for 
$3 a term, and carefully computed the return 
in nutritive value for each penny he invested 
in food. 


Works Way Through School. 

The gayer campus blades of the vintage of 
home of whom were reputed to squander 
geveral dollars each term on frivolities— 
passed him by. But North made the dollars 
last, and it was two years before the slender 
education fund given to him by his father 
had run out. North took a leave of absence. 
He taught school for a year and returned to 
the university with the proceeds. 

At the end of his junior year North's prog- 
tess toward a degree was halted again, this 
time by illness. 

When Nomh returned to complete his 
course he. joined the class of 88 as a senior. 
In the months of his convalescence he had 
become as uncompromising an agnostic as 
his father. As an agnostic he began to ac- 
quire a reputation on the campus. 


Called on the Carpet. 

Attendance at chapel was compulsory then 
and the faculty began to take notice of 
North’s backaliding. Selim H. Peabody, 
president of the university, called the back- 
glider on the carpet. North would not con- 
gent to go to chapel. 

„Then.“ suggested Peabody, offering him 
@ printed form, fill this out and you won't 
Certify that 
the chapel exercikes are repugnant to your 
religious convictions and nothing more will 
be said.” 

But they are not repugnant to my re- 
ligious convictions,” protested North. “I 
haven’t any such convictions. Iam an ag- 
nostic.“ 

Suspended Before Graduation. 


Forty days before the time he would have 
been graduated North was suspended indefi- 


| uitely from the university following a fac- 


ulty meeting on his case. 

‘after his. suspension, North, clinging to 

his ambition, sought permission to putsué 

his studies independently in the state library 

of entomology. He was told that since 
guspended students were not permitted on 

the campus his request could not be granted. 


North, rather than surrender, left the uni- 


versity. He obtained employment as a clerk 


end saved his money with @ purpose. In 


five yeats he had $400-—enough, he thought, 
to finance an appeal to the Supreme court.

PLAN DOOMED TO FAIL 


Letter of Consul Who Leads 
Lobby Attacks 
Roosevelt,

Washington, D. C., Juné 16.—[Special.]— 
While tne Colombian lobby in New York 
continues to put forth its efforts to influence 
the American pregs and congress, Secretary 
of State Bryan will lay before the senate 
foreign relations committee tomorrow the 
moribund Colombian treaty. 

Moribund it is, for the requisite two- 
thirds of the present membership of the sen- 
ate will not approve the proposed apology 
and payment of $25,000,000 by the United 
States to Colombia because Panama seped- 
ed and permitted wee nation to build the 
canal. | 

The Wilson administration will do all it 
can to obtain ratification.of the treat: „and 
it ig expected that the Demooru ti ority 
of the foreign relations committee will cause 
the proposed agreement to be favorabiy re- 
ported to the senate. There it will meet its 
defeat, for it will bd opposed by nearly ail of 
the Republicans and Progressives and by 
sume Democrats. 


Some Angered by Lobby. 

The failure of the treaty will be due not 
only to the ertraordinary apoiogy and pay- 
ment of hush money proposed, but to the 
hotorious lobbying methods employed by the 
Colombian government's agents in this coun- 
try to further its schemes. 

The operations of the lobby will be aired 
in the senate during the debate on the treaty 
and it is not unlikely that there will be ap 
investigation and an effort made to expel 


from this country the Colombian officials .

The attempted lobbying which was exposed 
today by THE TRIBUNE is quite as ‘insidious " 
as the conspirecy to defeat the administra- 
tion tariff legislation which was denounced 
by President Wilson. In that case there 
ensued an investigation which put a crimp 
in the lobbying operations of which the 
president complained. 

In the case of the Colombian treaty the 
lobby is working not against but in support 
of an administration program. So far there 
has been no executive denunciation of this 
lobby, but it was said at the White House 


today that no complaints have been lodged 


there against the operations of the Colombian 
agents. 
Will Force an Inquiry. 

The effort to obtain the inquiry will be 
made before the senate begins considera- 
tion of the tpeaty, Senators Borah and 
Smith of Michigan, both members of the 
foreign relations committee, have been sup- 
plied with copies of the literature being sent 
out to influence the press and with evidence 
of other lobbying work by the Colombian 
representatives. They will submit the docu- 
ments to the senate and ask an investiga- 
ton. 4 

“This anonymous campaign to influence 
the press of this country to support this in- 
excusable treaty is one of the most repre- 
hensible schemes that ever came to my no- 
tice, Senator Smith said. : 

“I have received some of this anonymous

FOR STATE ROADS 


Supreme Court Decision Ena- 
bles the Treasurer to Pay 
Out the Funds Ap- 
propriated. 


READY: TO START WORK. 


Some Cook County Highways to 
Be Reconstructed During 
the Summer Sea- 

‘ gon. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The state Supreme court decided yester- 
day that the Tice good roads law is con- 
stitutional. This permits the state treasurer 
to pay out at once $400,000 of money ap- 
propriated by the legislature and 700, 000 
after July 1. 


Some of the counties are ready to start 
work within a short time. 

A. D. Gash, chairman of the state high- 
way commission, estimated last night that 
road construction will be started this year 
in “sixty to seventy-five counties.“ 

The counties are required to duplicate the 
amount contributed by the state—$1,100,000. 
In addition there will be considerable road 
construction in progressive counties without 
the aid of the state. Will county will spend 
$55,000, and Du Page $30,000 from their own 
funds. 


Cook County’ Not Yet Ready. - 
While many counties are prepared, Cook 
county is not yet ready, due in large part 
to the failure of the county board to take 
required action. 
The county board was late designating its 
state aid roads. It wasted more time in se- 


#thte highway commission submitted t to the 


it desired brick or concrete roads. The state 
) Officials begged for an answer "within two 
weeks. The commissioners have been listen- 
ing to the lobbies for and against the two 
materials, and rumor has it that considerable 
politics is mixed in the arguments. 

The state commission has become tired of 
waiting for the Cook county board and has 
prepared specifications for two roads to be 
constructed of concrete. These will de pre- 
sented to the commissioners at their session 
tomorrow. 


Start in Thirty Days Possible. 

If the commissioners approve of the specifi- | 
cations, bids may be asked, received, con- 
tract awarded and construction actually 
started in about thirty days. The two roads 
Halsted street between Riverdale and 
Harvey, a distance of approximately five- 
eighths of a mile, and South Park avenue 
between Harvey and Home 20d, about two 
miles in length. 

The specifications for the Milwaukee ave- 
nue road between Niles and The Grove— 
about five miles, will de ready next Satur- 
day, according to word received from Spring- 
field by George A. Quilan, county superin- 
tendent of highways. 

In a week or ten days Engineer Johnson 
of the state commission hopes to ha ve specifi- 
cation for two other roads. They are: 
Archer avenue between the city limits and 
Summit, three miles, and Western avenue 
between Blue Island avenue and Homewood. 


Want Twelfth Street Extended, 

Many prominent persons living in Du Page 
county, which is spending $30,000 for a road 
connecting Wheaton with Twelfth street 
extended, have urged that Twelfth street 
within Cook county be improved. Of that

The 
state has many employés with which to con- 
duct such work, and the services of the at- 
torney general may be used. That is what 
the state banking department is for. In or-

Calls Rechivership Best. 

A reliable receivership is the best plan,“ 
said a representative of the largest surety 
company involved. I would not look with 
favor on a reorganization under any circum- 
stances if the old bosses were to be allowed 
to have any handin it. The case of the Jen- 
kins Trust company in New York is typical. 
That bank was allowed to reorganize after 
failure as the Lafayette Trust company, 
Two years later it failed again and worse 
than before.“ 

Attention was directed during the day at 
the effect of the probable losses to some of 
the surety companies. In order to write 
bonds in government work the surety com- 
pany must make a biennial report to the sec- 
retary of the treasury. They are not allowed 
to be individually responsible for risks on 
one bond greater than 10 per cent of their 
Capital and surplus. 

Under this rule the Illinois Surety com- 
pany is limited to the risk of $55,321, the Chi- 
cago Bonding and Surety company to $28,- 
061, the Southern Surety company to $78,- 
488, and the American Fidelity company to 
$47,867. The writing of bonds on more than 
one of the city deposits has made the IIli- 
nois Surety company liable to at least $150,- 
000, the Chicago Bonding company to $50,000, 
the Southern Surety company to $100, 
and the American Fidelity to $75,000, Part 
of this risk has been reinsured by some of 
these companies, so thatother companies are 
liable. 

Brenpan, representative for the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty com- 
pany, during the day gave Controller Trae- 
ger the check of his company for $100,000, its 
guarantee for the city’s funds in the La Salle 
Street bank. :

RADIUM TREATMENT FOR CANCER. 
ANBWAY thinks that the true po 
tion of radium in the treatment of car. 
cer, using it as we now do, has been 
reached, He says: “ While it will 
destroy cancer tissue in a dosage not 
affecting normal tissues, it does not cure the 
disease unless the cancer is quite superticial 
or of a variety peculiarly susceptible to its 
influence,” 

Further he says that the use of radium 
where it cannot destroy the cancer cells does 
harm, because it stimulates those cells to 
more active growth. This means that If 
the operator does not use enough radium or 
if the growth ig so deeply located that the 
spr gis rays cannot reach it or all parts 

of it, in full dosage, it will make the cancer 
grow faster. |

Wickham of Paris has treated more than 
a thousand cases of cancer with radium 
since he started in 1906. He gays: “ Oper- 
able cancer should be operated on immedi- 
ately without delay. This is an absolutely 
fixed rule.“ 
Janeway bases his conclusions upon the 
reports of several of the large radium in- 
stitutes. The London institute has 160 
gra ins of radium, worth $400,000. In 1912 
there were treated there 101 cases of skin 
cancer. Thirty-one appear to be cured, 41 
were improved, 12 were not. Three hundred 
and sixty-five cancers elsewhere than in the 
skin were treated. The following inoperable 
cancers were apparently cured: Three of 
the uterus; 2, breast; 1, thyroid; 1, rectum; 
1, parotid; 2, sarcomas. Of this 365, 156 
were improved and 45 were not improved. 


„ 
The Vienna Radium institute now has 22 
gtains of radium—worth $150,000. Ruehl 
of this institute tried it on 114 cases of skin 
cancer. He says that in skin cancer radium 
is to be preferred to all other forms of treat- 
ment. Wertheim used it in cancer of the 
uterus. He thinks it helped some cases. 
In other cases, where the disease had passcd 
beyond the etage of operation, it improved 
conditions enough to make operation advis- 
able. His canclusion is that it is nota cure 
for cancer of the uterus. Ranzi used it on 
53 cases of cancer and only got two cures. 
In the Heidelberg hospital they have sey 
three grains of radium—worth $20,000 
Czeny and Caan report that at that institu- 
tion about 50 per cent of 180 cases have been 
improved. None has been cured except 
where the cancer was on the surface. In 
twenty-seven of the cases, cancers which 
were past operation shrunk enough under 
radium to permit operation. Whether the 
operation did any good does not appear.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


RAND DUKE ADOLF FREDERICK, 
who has succeeded to the throne of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz through the 

death of his father at Berlin on Thurs- 
day last, is a particularly good look- 

ing and dashing scion of old world royalty. 
For some time past he has been in the habit 
of spending the greater portion of each year 
in England and has become a familiar figure 
in London society. 

Being of a particularly festive disposition 
he is popular there, and, whereas his heavy 
losses at cards and his somewhat exag- 
gerated flirtations with certain married 
beauties of the English great world have 
excited a considerable amount of displeasure 
in high circles at Berlin, they have nat inter- 
fered in the slightest degree with the good 
| will which he enjoys in the United King- 
dom. 

At one moment the grand duke was re- 
garded as destined to become the husband of 
the kaiser’'s only daughter, and it was an- 
nounced everywhere that an engagement 
existed between them. But it is claimed 
that the emperor declined to consider him 
in the light of a suitable husband for Prin- 
cess Victoria Louise after learning of his 
mode of existence in England. Since then 
she has become the wife of the now reigning 
Duke of Brunswick.

The grand duke, who is 32 years of age and 
Still a gay bachelor, has a considerable 
amount of English blood in his veins and 
| occupies a place in the line of succession to 
the throne of Great Britain and Ireland. 

His paternal grandmother, who stifi sur- 
vives and who is now in her ninety-third 
year, is an English princess, being the only 
surviving granddaughter of George III. of 
England. As such she has been drawing an 


annuity of $15,000 a year from the British 
treasury for more than six decades. 

The old grand duchess is a sister of the last 
Duke of Cambridge, who was commander 
in chief of the British army for half a cen- 
tury, and also a sister of the late Duchess 
of Teck, mother of Queen Mary, who is 
therefore a first cousin of the new ruler of 
mes ea (ani e ee 


It is dimeult to re any greater con- 
trast than that which exists between his 
own light hearted, fun loving character and 
the profound melancholy of his father, who 
has just gone to his last rest. 

There was a certain amount of reason for

But the masses of the peo- 
ple, that is to say the bourgeoisie, the mer- 
cantile and manufacturing classes, the peas- 
antry, and the laboring element, have no 
representation whatsoever in the legisla- 
ture, and, although they furnish the bulk 
of the annual revenue through direct and 
indirect taxation, they have no voice in the 
enactment of these taxes, in the expenditure 
of the revenue, or, indeed, in the administra- 
tion of the government. 

The late Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, like the present Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, sought in vain to 
modify this order of things and to endow the 
masses with legislative representation. The 
late grand duke, who was enormously rich, 
even offered to make a free gift of $2,400,000 
to the national treasury of his grand duchy 
if the nobles would abandon their opposition 
to his grant to his people of a constitution 
similar to that of the other sovereign states 
of the confederation known as the German 
empire. 

It was of no avail, and he may be said to 
have spent his entire reign in a fruitless 
struggie about the matter with the nobles, 
Who, of course, take advantage of their 
privileged position to place almost the whole 
burden of taxation upon the bourgeoisie, the 
peasantry, and the working classes, reliev- 
ing their own caste of the weight to the point 
of almost entire immunity.

Considerable speculation exists as to the 
course which the new grand duke will pur- 
sue in the matter; and, while there are some 
who are convinced that he will adopt the 
modern and liberal views of his father, there 
are others who are equally sure that he will 
take after his grandfather, who would not 
hear of any change in the existing order of 
things in his grand duchy. 

That ruler, arguing that a beneficent des- 
potism was the best form of government, 
would not permit a house to be built or even 
a tree to be planted, either in his capital or 
in any other of the gitles or towns of his 
dominions, without hid sovereign consent. 

No more atriking illustration of the condi- 
tions which prevail in the grand duchy of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz can be given here than 
to mention the fact that at the theaters of 
the grand ducal capital the boxes and best

Philadelphia, Pa., June 14.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Isn't it about time to begin pre- 
dicting who will head the Progressive ticket 
during the next presidential campaign? Be- 
ing prejudiced against more than two terms 
for a president, I do not take badly to the 
idea of reaching some compromise with the 
more progressive views of the country’s 
present executive. Inasmuch as our com- 
mercial development has reached the stage 
of international expansion we must insist 
on a tariff that will at least be a reciproca- 
tive and retaliative weapon in competing 
with the other nations for trade. 

No less an authority than Edwin R. A. 
Seligman has admitted that with a few modi- 
fications and additions the income tax law 
will be highly beneficial. Wilson has him- 
self indicated that he is not in harmony with 
the retrogressive Democratic attitude, as 
held toward the trusts. Although views may 
vary widely relative to the reserve banking 
act, it must generally be allowed that it can 
be made the nucleus of thorough and scien- 
tific financial legislation when approached 
with higher consideration than selfish inter- 
ests of party.

LINER FIRED BY IMPACT. 


Capt. Kendall Says Flames Burst 
trom Vessel After Collier 
Rammed It. 


Quebec, June 16.—Evidence amplifying the 
known conditions in regard to the cause of 
the disaster to the Empress of Ireland at 
Father Point in the St. Lawrence on May 29 
was brought out at today’s opening session 
ef the investigating dominion commission. 
of which Lord Mersey of the British house 
of peers is chairman. , 

So far the main arguments of Capt. Kendall 
ef the Empress of Ireland that he was sta- 
tionary when rammed by the collier Storstad, 
and of the owners of the coflier that the 
Empress placed itself in front of the 
Norwegian vessel, which had the right of 
way, were only emphasized. 

Capt. Kendall was on the stand for several 
bours. 


Stopped Liner as Safeguard. 


Questioned by Lord Mersey as to why he. 


stopped his ship when he had turned his 
green light to that of the Storstad, in con- 
formity with navigation rules, he claimed 
he took the step as a safeguarding measure, 
owing to the fog. He could not be induced by 
the lawyer for the Storstad, G. S. Haight of 
New York, to admit that his boat could have 

@rifted in front of the Storstad unless the 
collier had changed its course after the fog 
hid it from him, which was the case, in his 
opinion. 

That the collier had not changed its course 
after, first sighting the Empress, though 
abortive attempts had been made to port the 
helm after it had been slowed down, and 
that the Empress was crossing its bows, 
were the principal points made in the testi- 

mony of Alfred Tuftenes, first officer of the 
- Storstad. This witness also repeated the 
_ Story that the Empress’ sailors refused to 
go back in boats to carry on rescue work 
after dee reaching the Storstad. 


Empress Fired by Impact. 
New chapters illustrating the horror of the 


_ disaster were added by Capt. Kendall in his 


testimony, the most startling being his de- 
' gcription of how a sheet of flame burst from 
the Empress after it was rammed, the prow 
- of the collier evidently penetrating clear 
- through to the boilers. 

The first authentic account also was given 
of a distressing scene enacted when Capt. 


Kendall, on the verge of a collapse, met Capt. 


Andersen of the collier, when the former 
reached the Storstad. Apparently, until 
Capt. Kendall was taken away insensible, he 
vehemently argued that the collier had 
rammed him at full speed, while Capt. Ander- 
sen contended that the liner was at fault. 


Stopped, Then Advanced. 

Lord Mersey discovered, when examining 
the Storstad's first officer, that he had blown 
a signal indicating that the collier was stop- 
ping, and had immediately afterwards given | 
an order to go slow ahead. 

Capt. Kendall also acknowledged that. 


although he knew a collision to be inevitable 
when the Storstad came at the Empress in | 
the fog, it was not until after it had occurred 


that the order to close the bulkheads was 
given, by which time three compartments 
had been exposed to the sea. 
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GRENFELL HEADS SCHEME.

| known Americans shared, has come to light 


as the most brilliant private promotion of 
Arthur Morton Grenfell, son-in-law of Earl 
Grey, whose stock exchange house of Chap- 
lin, Milme, Grenfell & Co. failed on June 6 
and whose Canadian agency failed two days 
later with aggregate liabilities of $15,000,000. 

- Grenfell was a leading spirit in the England 
polo crowd when the American big four 
captured the international cup at Hurling- 
ham in 1909 and ended its twenty-three year 
stay in England. He waseven then specialis- 
ing in Canadian securities and had on the 
way plans for a corner of Grand Trunk.

Finance Minister Introduces Bill for 
| Issue of Loan of $360,000,000; Re- 
deemable in Twenty-five Years. 


PARIS, June #.—The first appearance in 
the chamber of deputies today of the new 
premier, Rene Vivianl, was auspicious, and 
@ vote of confidence in the ministry was 
adopted, 862 to 138. 

Later another motion stating explicitly 
the confidence of the chamber in the new 
cabinet was adopted, 270 to 187. 
Al the Republican groups, with the ex-
